eettlers In Algoria, aro strong 
enough to flout hin dictums. 
Just what proportion of the 
Army’a allegiance do Gauile 
cam claim le uncertain, Paris 
says the vast majority fo loyal 
but It may only be whistling 
to keep its courage up. Cer- 
tainly a numbor of the goner- 
als, motivated no doubt by 
gincere, but nonethelesa mis. 
guided patrlotiam, cannot be 
trusted. And the question that 
must be asked today Is 
whether - the military — tall 
agaln wags the political dog. 


F not, the General wlll have 
to act fact, not simply to 
Guppresa the current revolt, 
but to make It clear to the 
Algerian rebels, the Algerlan 
people and tho world op a 
whole that da Gaullo rules tho 
roost today a0 firmly ss ho 
did when he was brought to 
power by an earller coup In 
May, 1958.

Mr Dillon Indicated Jast weck 
that Iow {nlerest rotes on Jong- 
term obligations will be one of 
the keys to the first problem. 
He said they will he needed for 
some period of time, firstly, be- 
cause the recovery from the re- 
cessfon is expected to be slow. 
secondly, because they will 
serve—omong : other things—to 
stimulate greater business 
growth. . 


REMEDIES 


On the problem of hard-core 
unemployment, the government 
finally: began to act. Mr Gold- 
berg announced he fs setting up 
an affice of automation and man- 
power within his Labour 
pnartment to study chronic un- 
employment and propose re 
medics. Among these will be a 
combined labour-management 
campalgn to cut joblessncss and 
reduce hardships resulting fram 
introduction of new machinery. 

With automation now nubiic~ 
ly acknowledged as the major 
couse of hard-core unemploy- 
ment, Mr Goldberg called on 
management to stop resisting 
proposals to ease the “human 
burden of automation’. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Kennedy, the 
polltician, seema to be winning 
over Kennedy the economist, as 
the President Inclines more to- 
wards abandoning original plane 
to send to Congress further 
emergency Icxislative pépposnis 
Yor creating a business boom 

Mr Kennedy feels Congress 
hos not been too cager to go 
along with his measures at o 
time when the recession — st{ll 
Joomed dark and he knows that 
any new measures, such as fur- 
ther public construction spend- 
ing, would — be resisted even 
more now that the recession fs 
officlally over. He feels that by 
raising the temper of Congress 
by these additional measures Ne 
mivcht serfausly jeopardise the 
chances of some eariler propos.

Finally, o new look at the 
state of the economy — will be 
taken Inte In the autumn whea 
Mr Kennedy starts shaping his 
legislative programme and bud- 
get for delivery to Congress the 
following January, 


ENOUGH INFLUENCE 


If the review indicates that 
the economy fs still lacking en- 
ough stimulus, Mr Kennedy may 
then recomnicnd that he Is forc- 
ed to pass up at present. Since 
unemployment, even then, is not 
expected to go below some four 
and a half per cent of the Iabour 
force, this fact nalone—the ad- 
ministration hopes—may be en- 
ough influence on the public and 
on Congress to make it more 
amenable to whatever the Pre- 
sident will demand. 

Meanwhile, U.S. economic re= 
covery continucd. Stecl orders 
wert running ten per cent ahead 
of March, and May orders were 
forecast at ten per cent above 
current levels. Steel output last 
week: rose for the fifth consccu- 
tive week and 1,748,000 tons was 
the highest since June 18, 1060. 

Cor output lost week climbed 
to the highest Jevel so for this 
year with 122,551 units assem- 
bled. Although still not as high 
ng o yenr ago, the gap between 
the two years’ production sur- 
veys was diminishing all the 
time. The increased assemblies 
go hand in hand with climbing 
snies and inventorles of new cars 
in dealers’ hands have been 
slashed down to 51 days’ supply. 

Domestic’ airlines reported 

they are climbing out of a 

traffio recession of thelr own 

which began last autumn. 

However, March quarter carn- 
ings reports of most corpora- 
tions still show the effects of the 
recession with declines in nets 
and dividends in the majority, 

The Cuban situation was not 
expected to have an adverse 
effect on U.S. economy. But it 
hos managed to depress the 
stock markets.—UPI.
